The Society have the Satisfaction of bwiag 
receiy ed a Letter from * Reverend Mr. Thomp-

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jn, their Miſſionary, to the Negroes, dated 
-, Gape Caaſt-Coftle, on the Coaſt of Guinea, June . 
17 52, acquainting the Society, that he failed 
from New. York on the 26th of November, and 
arrived on the Coaſt of Africa, on the 2d of Ja- 
auary, and fix Days after the Ship got into the 
Mouth of the River Gambia, and in one Day 
more to James Furt, in an Iſland in the Middle 
of that River; here Mr. Thompſon landed, and 
was entertained very civilly by Mr. Sinnen, the 
African Company's Agent, and Mr. Thompſor 
ſtay d there three Weeks, and performed divine 
Service each Sunday in that Place: The Ship 
touched next at Serra Leone, from whence Mr. 
Thompſen went a great Way up into the Coun 
among the Souls, to W ſome Mulatho | 
Children, and up to their Capital Town, called 
Wancopa ; it is three Miles in Circuit, and many 
of theſe Souſes are Mabometans, who aſſemble 
for Devotion five Times a Day, and there being 
teveral Engliſh Traders at Moncopo, and other 
Towns. adjacent, Mr. Thompſon read Prayers, and 
preached there on a Sunday; likewiſe he bap- 
tired two Children at Dixcous Caſtle, and four 
others at Cape: Coaft Caſtle ; Mr. Metuil the 
Chief, and the other Gentlemen of the Caſtle, 
| behave very cwitly to him; he has a Room af- 
ſigned him, and all Accommodations, though he 
came an utter Stranger to them; he immediately 
fat about learning the Language, which is the 
fame as at Auamaybo, whither he intended, God 
willing, to proceed before the Week's End; and 
he had taken forme Pains, with a Man whom "wy

had hired, to fit him to be his Interpreter, and 
hoped, after ſome Time, he would be very 


well qualified; and as far as he can form a 


pears a fair Proſpe& of making ſome Chriſtians; 
however, he depends abſolutely on God's Grace 
to improve that good Temper the People ſeem: to 
be of, without which all his Labours muſt be in 
vain. Mr. Thompſon has had divers iDiſcourſes 
with one Czdjo, one of the greateſt Men among 
the Negroes there, who ſpeaks Engliſb very pro- 
perly, hath good Impreſſions of the Chriſtian 
Religion, and, by his Favour, he had Leave to 
preach in the Town-Houſe in the Week pre- 
ceding. There were a great Number of Perſons 
preſent ; and Mr. Thomp/on, with the Help;of his: 
Interpreter, began with a Prayer | compoſed: of 
ſome Verſes out of the Pſalms ; then he diſ- 
courſed upon the Nature and Attributes of God, 
and upon Providence, and a future State, and the 
People were very attentive, till he came tolſpeale 
of the Chriſtian Religion, when ſome of them 
grew impatient, and deſired him to make an End. 
But he went on, and gave them a general View 
of our Redemption by Jeſus Chriſt, and they ſat 

ſtill, and heard him out with the ſame Attention 
as at firſt. Mr. Thompſon apprehends a School 


to be very neceſſary, and he would himſelf 


open one there at Cape Coaft Caſtle, and teach 
it for ſix Months in the Year; and another at 
Anamaboe, for the other fix Months, but that he 
finds he ſhall really have full Buſineſs without
